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TIPS FROM A PRIVATE FUNDER'S
PERSPECTIVE

Read grant guidance and RFP’s closely.
Be creative, but don't force a fit that just isn't there.

If the funder takes calls, CALL. But be prepared to follow their
advice.

Seek out non-traditional environmental partners and funders
(e.g, housing, transportation, urban agriculture).

Partners should bring more to the table than a letter of
support.

Be strategic first and opportunistic second.

You need both big vision and detailed implementation plan.
